Sunday, July 31st, has been 
set by the Greencastle Lions 
Club as the day for the club'.- 
second annual spraying of tm- 
city and invirons to control in­
sect spread, especially flies 
Club members will be assisted 
during the day by city employees 
and interested citizens.

The day will begin with i 
breakfast at the Kopper Kettle 
Grill at 4:00 A. JW. and spray­
ing will get underway at 5 00 
A. M. Robe Ann pair, will b* 
sprayed first to make way for 
nature lovers.

Five hundred pounds of wit- 
table DDT have been ordered. A 
forty pound DDT to 100 gallons 
of water solution will be used 
(or blanket spraying. Chlor- 
dane 2'.; DDT solution gill be 
used to spray privies and small 
open ditches. A total of 1275 
gallons of DDT solution will be 
used. The solution to nc used for 
blanket spraying, because of i'.s 
water base, is not harmful to 
vegetation. As a precaution how­
ever, citizens arc urged to cover 
fish ponds and bird baths. 
Vicious dogs should be kept tied 
to facilitate the spraying.

Orchard type sprayers will be 
used to a great extent and ’.he 
downtown area will receive u 
more thorough dosing than la t 
year.

Plans th.s year have been laid 
according to recom nendations of 
the Purdue Entomolocv Depart 
ment and a result of a survey 
of this city made by Professor 
Osman of this same department. 
Professor Osman's survey was 
made late in June at the Lions 
Club's request.

According to Kenneth Harii.?. 
County Agent, the fly family 
this year numbers three to four 
times normal, perhaps account­
ing for the many eases <)f polio 
this year.

Although it is difficult to ad­
mit, bad housekeeping is the 
cause of insert spread. Families 
are urged to practice insect con­
trol in and about tiic uume. Tin 
cans should be rinsed of food 
particles before placing in 
receptacles; garbage cans should 
bo rinsed after being emptied 
and garbage never left in the 
open; waste should be burned 
immediately. Without coopen- 
tion in the homes ttie spraying 
project of the Lions will be of 
no avail.

Grain Storage 
Space Needed

WASHINGTON, July 23 The 
Agriculture Department an­
nounced plans today for a rush 
program to double gevernment- 
owned grain storage facilities 
in the corn belt.

The department called for bids 
from private firms for construc­
tion of 50,000,000 bushels of ad­
ditional government storage in 
nine midwostern states

It said this was needed to help 
hold the “large quantities” of 
1948-corn crop and other grain 
which farmers are expected to 
dump in the government's lap 
under price support programs 
this summer and fall.

The government now owns 45,-
000. 000 Ixusdiels of storage in ‘Ja- 
form of metal bins scattered 
thru four midwestern states.

"Most of the new storage will 
be placed in the states of Illinois, 
Iowa, Indiana.

The Methodist Committee for 
Overseas Relief (Bishop Titus 
Lowe, chairman) is urging that 
each of Methodism's 572 super­
intendents' districts undertake 
to give a formal •’assurance” 
that it will resettle a displaced 
person s family from Europe 
somewhere within its borders 
The "assurance” guarantees that 
the DP family will have a job. 
a home, that transporation from 
the port of entry to the new 
home will be paid, and that it 
will not become a public charge. 
The Committee is hoping, m-det 
the government regulations, to 
b<' able to bring 2,000 persons to 
Ameriea before the end of 1949. 
and these “assurances" of work 
ami care by church groups are 
necessary to their resettlement 
In 1950 it is hoped to resettle 
in America, under Methodist 
Church auspices, an even larger 
number of DP families.

Under the leadership of the 
Rev• William Dye, principal of 
the Union Theological Seminary. 
Bareilly, Uniteti Provinces, 
India, and the Rev. A. Ralla 
Hanm, of the U P Christian 
Council, a committee has in pre­
paration a new hymnal whieh 
will boar the imprint of the 
United Provinces Christian 
Council. Not only will it contain 
translations of hymns from 
English and other languages (as 
do most Indian hymnals now |. 
but it will also have a number 
of orginal Indian hymn-poems 
and hymn-tunes, together with 
a large section of native Ghazals 
and Bhajans which are peculiar 
to the worship of Indian Christ­
ians. The new hymnal will be 
used by all the cooperating 
Protestant churches which com­
pose the provincial Council of 
Churches.

The Rev. John Alexander
